This is no doubt old hat to some folks here but not to me. The question 
that I'm having trouble with is, what is the difference between B-K 
oscillations and the xdynatron effect*? Somehow it seems there is a 
difference in frequency domains of the two. B-K's happen typically at VHF 
frequencies in ordinary vacuum tubes (like the notorious B-K oscillations in 
TV horizontal ouput tubes which cause vertical line interference to be 
received via the front end of the set), so I've been reading. Something to 
do 

with electrons (electron inertial mass changing? Weber?) oscillating about a 
[screen] grid adjacent to a less positively charged [plate] anode. 


The "dynatron effect" is dependent on the negative resistance characteristic 
normally associated with the tetrode and it's plate current characteristic 


due to secondary emission electrons being attracted back to the screen grid, 
according to my readings. 


How are the two different? 
Befuddled minds would like to know.

{Barkhausen-Kurz oscillator] ....Subject matter wherein the oscillator 
comprises an electron tube having at least three electrodes, i.e., a source 
of electrons (cathode), control electrode (grid) and an anode or plate 
electrode, the control electrode being biased positively with respect to the 
other electrodes. The bias potentials of the electrodes are so chosen that 
the electrons attracted from the cathode by the positive grid pass through 
the grid and are slowed down by the repelling effect of the negative anode 
field and are returned back to, or through the grid. This phenomenon is 
repeated again and again so that a cloud of electrons is caused to sweep 
back and forth through the grid, giving up energy to the grid at a frequency 
which is a function of the transit time of the electrons. Usually a 
frequency determining network is associated with the electron tube so that 
the frequency of the generated oscillation is a function of both the 
electron transit time and the network parameters.

Tetrodes and pentodes - In those valves, internal resistance is made 
extremely high by [a] screening anode, thus preventing internal anode-grid 
feedback. As a result, the tube is now running in current generator mode, 
with nearly horizontal plate curves. For a fixed grid and screen voltage, as 
the plate voltage decreases, the anode-screen potential will start becoming 
negative so that secundary electrons emitted by the plate may reach the 
screening grid, thus creating a current flow opposite to the main 


plate-cathode current. This phenomenon, known as dynatron effect, creates a 
negative internal resistance in the low plate voltage area of the tube 
characteristics. Of course, no part of the load line may enter that zone, or 
hideous distorsion will occur (along with a high probability of 
self-oscillation!). This puts an upper bound on the value of load resistance 
that is easily determined graphically. The dynatron effect can be minimized 
either by increasing space charge (case of the so-called beam tetrodes) or 
by adding a third grid with very loose winding between screen and anode 
whose role is to capture secundary electrons emitted by plate (the resulting 
tube is the pentode). This last technical solution is far better than the 
beam forming one and in some designs (specially high power transitting 
tubes), dynatron effect is completly suppressed (which is not the case with 
beam forming, since at low plate current space charge is not high enough to 
prevent secundary electrons from reaching the screen). .......

Please accept this periodic posting as it is intended: 
A suggestion that will help everyone on the list... 


Many many of the members of the list read through text-based mailers on 
systems of other than WIntel origins... this is particularly true for 
those members who are "off-shore" where the technology is too expensive 
to justify. Just keep in mind that NOT everyone reads the list postings 
with the very latest windowed technology. 


PLEASE avoid the use of HTML and "quoted printable" in your email. If 
you don't know what this means, then PLEASE get help and set your mailer 
up so that you send your posts to the list in "PLAIN TEXT" only, with NO 
fancy HTML.... generally, avoid fancy fonts and colors, which will force 
your mailer to use the fancy stuff, and creates the problem. 


The problem is serious enough that we have taken steps to protect the 
list... we have created a filter that detects anything sent to the list 
that is not plain text, and deletes the rest of the message from the place 
where the non-text is detected. 


You may have seen "FOBIDDEN FORMAT" in a post to the list, and wondered 


what happened... it is the phrase we insert to let the poster know that 
the post contained a binary, an attachment, HTML, a "vcard" or some other 
format that presents a problem to the List Processor... it enforces 


consideration of your fellow BoatAnchors members. 
PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable.

The 1500 ohm cathode resistor looks rather large for a power 
output stage. If the self-bias point is 10 volts (a guess, I 
haven't measured it yet) that's only 7 ma which won't allow much 
output in class A single-ended at 240 volts Bt... 1.7 watts power 
input at 33% efficiency is at best 0.5 watt of audio. 


The screen of the 12A6 is also connected directly to B+. If I 
reduce the cathode resistance, what (if anything) should I do with 
the screen voltage?

The spacers inside the IF cans can be rearranged to provide a wider separation 
between the coils. This reduced coupling results in a significant improvement in 
selectivity. Was written up in ER a few years back but I don't have the date.
